The Indiana Liquorgl.aw. 

Correspondence of the Cincinnati Daily Gazelle. 

Lawrenceburo, la., Dee. 26tli, 1855- 

The Temperance law passed at the Iasi session 
of the General Assembly of Indiana, lias been 
virtually nullified bv the Supreme Court. The 
i Supreme Court of our State consists of four 
; Judges, and by the provisions of our statutes, 

^ whenever the judges are equally divided in opin- 
ion, the judgment of the Court below stands af- 
| firmed. 

j At the present term the Judges of the Supreme- 
Court have given opinions in cases before the 
I Court on the main questions involved in the Pro- 
] hibitorv Liquor Law. Judges Perkins and Davi- 
son declare the whole law void; Judges Gookins 
i sustains the entire act, and Judge Stuart sustains 
| the sections of the law which prohibit retailing 
intoxicating liquors, but pronounces the sections 
prohibiting the manufacture and appointing coun- 
ty agents for the sale, unconstitutional and void. 

Three of the Judges concurring in opinion as to 
the unconstitutionality of the sections of the act 
i appointing county agents, and prohibiting the 
manufacture, these parts of the law, of course, 
are made void. But on the question of the pow- 
i er of the Legislature to prohibit retailing, the 
Judges are equally divided, and consequently that 
provision remains as though it had not been pass- 
ed upon. 

The effect of these opinions, is, (as far as the 
I Supreme Cnurt is concerned,) to leave the retail- 
' ing clause to the decision of the inferior Courts; 
for whichever way they may decide, the Supreme 
, Court cannot, as it now stands, reverse their dc- 
) cisions. It is known that some of the inferior 
| Courts hold the law to he constitutional, while 
\ many of them will declare the whole law void, 
j One Court may fine a pefton for selling intoxica- 
ting liquors, and another Court acquit for the same 
offense; and these cases, should they go to the 
Supreme Court, must be affirmed! 

But the most effectual means taken to cripple 
the law is by the writ of habeas corpus. The Stat- 
j utes of Indiana provide that writs of habeas cor- 
) pus may be granted by the Supreme Court, or by 
{any Judge thereof, either in term time or in racu 
' lion .’ and these writs, when issued by the Supreme 
j Court, or any Judge of that Court, run througli- 
■ out the entire State. In case of imprisonment 
j for non-payment of a fine assessed for illegal 
( selling intoxicating liquors, should a writ of 
habeas corpus be sued out from the Supire me Court, 
i the prisoner would not be discharged, the Court 
j being equally divided in opinion on that branch ; 
i of the law; yet one of the same Judges may is- j 
I sue the writ and discharge him ! In fact, one of 
| the Judges may do what the whole Court cannot! 

And as the prisoner has the right to sue out the 1 
j writ before the Court, or any Judge, of course he j 
' will choose the tribunal whose opinion lie knows 
1 to lie favorable. 

An instance of this occurred here a few days j 
ago. Two Germans, notorious traffieers in in 1 
toxicating drinks, were arrested and fined by the j 
Mayor of this city, in several eases each, for ille j 
gal selling. They refused to pay the tines, and j 
were committed to jail. On Friday last. Judge I 
Perkins ( the Supreme Court being in session) or- j 
dered these men brought before him, at his Cham 
her, in Indianapolis, on a writ, of habeas corpus, 
and forthwith discharged them! In the language 

I of Judge Perkins himself, in a recent case, j 
“Judge-made law lias over-rode the Legislative | 
department;” and the Judge himself has become 
a striking example of the principle lie before 
j condemned. 

The Temperance Law prohibited the sale of all 
intoxicating drinks, except for medicinal, me- 
chanical, and sacramental uses; and confined the 
sale for such uses to licensed county agents. The 
section requiring the sale for such purposes to be 
made by county agents only, having been annul- 
led, it follows that every person lias a right to 
sell for sucli uses. And the door being thus 
opened for the sale of spirituous liquors by all 
persons, for such uses, it is easy to foresee that 
the chance of detection in cases of illegal sale, 
is very small The operation of the Ohio Li- 
.1 quor Law is a forcible illustration of this. 

AVith the right to manufacture and keep liquors 
at pleasure, and to sell the same for specified 
uses, with a knowledge that in ease of convic- 
j tion and imprisonment, the offender will be dis- 
charged from imprisonment, it may well be said 
that tlie Temperance Law of Indiana is virtually 
, repealed, and thai “Judge made-law has over- 
rode the Legislative Department." 

It is true that the Judge, in discharging the of- 
fender from imprisonment, cannot discharge tlie 
, fine, which may be collected as ordinary judg- 
ment. But when it is recollected that in Indi- 
ana, debtors have property to the amount of three 
hundred dollars exempt from sale on execution, 
and that the only stock in trade required to start 
a respectable doggery is a barrel of whisky, that 
j right cannot be regarded as very valuable- ***. 



Position of Hon. J. Scott Harrison in re- 
gard to A1r Banks. — The Washington corres- 
pondent of the Cincinnati Times, says: 

Col. Schoulcr, of the Gazette, has, without 
reason or authority, placed Hon. John Scott Har- 
rison in a false position. Air. Harrison expressly 
and plainly denies that he gave Mr. Seliouler 
any authority to state that his (Harrison’s) prin- 
cipal reason for opposing Mr. Banks was the 
course of that gentleman on the Nebraska bill. 

Mr. Harrison told me yesterday, in the pres- 
ence of several gentlemen, that he opposed Mr. 
Banks mainly because he icas a traitor to the Amer- 
ican party, and refused to endorse and defend its 
, principles ! Mr. Harrison was astonished and in 
dignantat the statement made by Air. Schouler, 
and will take occasion at an early date, to define 
his objections to Mr. Banks, so that they cannot 
‘ be mistaken. As a member of the American 
Order, Mr. H. could not vote for Banks, without 
falsifying himself before his best, friends. 

i Shirituai.ism Detected. — The N. Y. Tribune 

I of Friday says: “A scene occurred yesterday af- 
ternoon in tlie room where tlie Davenport family 
have been wont to give their so-called spirit man- 
ifestations — consisting of musical instruments 
being played upon and moved about in a dark 
room, Sic., which was by no means down in the 
bill. It seems that Councilman Kerrigan, to- 
gether with his “staff," have for some time been 
attending the exhibitions of these mediums, to 
satisfy themselves whether they were attributed 
to the right origin On this occasion, the coun- 
cilman, soon after entering the room, got in a 
creeping posture, and quietly worked his way 
among the mediums, when he suddenly caught 
hold of one who was playing a tambonne, and 
then being bit upou the’ head, and willing to 
“take a hand” in anything of that kind, replied 
by a blow, and then retired among tlie audience. 

“Tlie instrument was then thrown, and came in 
contact with an old gentleman. Kerrigan threw 
the instrument back again, which hit the me- 
dium, who asked if it was the work of the spirits. 
He replied, no; tlie instrument was thrown at 
him, ami he threw it back again. Quiet being 
restored, the performance went on as before, 
when the Councilman brought a dark lantern, 
which he had with him, into requisition, reveal- 
ing the medium playing on various instruments. 
The audience sprang to their feet amid much 
laughter, cheers and confusion. The celebrated 
Razor Strop Alan walked up and down tlie room, 
saying lie was more pleased than if lie had re- 
ceived five hundred dollars. It was a humbug, 
and lie had been deceived by it two years. Coun- 
cilman K. then ordered his' “staff” to arrest the 
parties known as tlie Davenport fainilv, when 
they were taken before Justice Brennan, of the 
Essex Alarkct Police Court, and after disgorging 
the amount that had been paid them bv tlie Coun- 
cilman and his “staff,” they were discharged.”

The editor of the Maysville Express charged 
us with rehashing a stereotype slander , because we 
alleged that Brownson, under the endorsement of 
the ( atholic Bishops of the country, had claimed 
for the Pope of Rome civil supremacy — the 
right to decide whether a civil government is fit 
io be obeyed or not, and the right and power of 
releasing the conscience of the citizen from the 
obligation of allegiance to his prince or country. 
Bv the quotations which we made yesterday, we 
did enough, perhaps, not only to vindicate tin* 
truth of our allegation, but to expose the de- 
ception of the Archbishop’s attempt to explain 
away the prelatical endorsement of Brownson 
and his Review. But we are not done with any 
of these personages yet. We intend to leave no 
ground for mistake as to their positions or our 
own. We intend to thrust the charge of “ca- 
lumny” down our accuser’s own throat, and leave 
him no escape from the guilt of wilful slander, 
but an escape behind the most shameful igno- 
rance. We intend, by further and more emphat- 
ic quotations, to show what Brownson did teach, 
and that his teachings had the sanction of the 
Catholic Bishop of Boston before they were pub 
lislied, aud the endorsement and approbation of 
the whole bench of Bishops and Archbishops, 
and even of the Pope himself, afterwards. We 
intend to expose, still further than we have al- 
ready exposed, the Jesuitical deception of Arch- 
bishop Kcnrick in his attempt to deny or explain 
away the endorsement of Brownson which he 
himself penned, and himself and twenty-four 
other Bishops and Archbishops signed; and to 
hold tip to public contempt the unscrupulous par 
tisan, who, for the sake of party advantage, joins 
in this deception, denies facts as incontestable as 
truth itself, and utters ami defends doctrines as 
incompatible with civil liberty as darkness with 
light. 

First, let us give u few more examples of 
Browuson’s teachings: 

“We do not advocate — far from it — the notion 
that the church must administer the civil govern- 
ment; what we advocate is her supremacy as the 
teacher and guardian of the law of God— as the 
supreme court, which must be recognized and 
submitted to as such by the State, and whose de- 
cisions cannot be disregarded, whose proroga 
tives cannot be abridged or usurped by any power 
oq earth, without rebellion against the Divine 
majesty, and robbing man of his rights. As 
Christians, we must insist on this supremacy ; as 
Catholics, it is not only our duty, but our glorious 
privilege, to assert it, and to understand and prac- 
tice our religion as God himself, through his own 
chosen organ, promulgates and expounds it.” 

The above is from Brownson’s article upon 
“Authority and Liberty,” published in April, 
1849 — just one month before the bench of Cath- 
olic Bishops and Archbishops endorsed hint as an 
able and intrepid advocate of the Catholic faith. 

The same doctrine is more distinctly set forth 
by Mr. Brownson in the following passage in an 
article in his Review for January, 1853: 

“We only ask our readers to bear in mind, 
that the church is not herself the civil authority, 
and that, though she possesses the temporal au- 
thority inradice , she ordinarily governs the tem- 
poral sovereign. She bears by divine right both 
swords, but she exercises the temporal sword by the 
hand of the prince or magistrate. The temporal sov- 
ereign holds it subject to her order , to be exercised in 
her service, under her direction. This is the nor- 
mal order, and it is only an unmanly fear of of 
fending, or an undue desire to please secular gov- 
ernments, that has ever led any intelligent Chris- 
tian to concede the contrary. That the church 
has be^n able to exercise her rightful supremacy, 
or that secular governments have in general 
showji themselves to be her obedient children, we 
are far from pretending; but we owe it to her and 
to them to assert her rights and their duties, and 
serhaps in doing so we may aid in preparing a 
better future, and do something to enable her to 
check the reign of political atheism, and to save 
society, now threatened at once by both despotism 
and anarchy, from utter dissolution.” 

Again in January, 1854, Mr. Brownson de- 
clares: 

‘•Wc believe, we have boon forced to believe, 
after the fullest investigation wo have been able 
to make of the subject, the direct temporal author 
ity of the Eo/te as Vicar of Jesus Christ on earth. 
We do not put this forth as Catholic dogma, nor 
have wc ever insisted upon it in our pages, but 
we do believe Catholic dogma requires us to assert, 
at least, the indirect power contended for by 11 ell - 
atmine and Suarez, unless we would forego our 
logic .” 

This “indirect power” wc understand to be that J 
spoken of in the preceding extract, where it is 
said the temporal sovereign wields the sword of 
temporal power subject to the order of the 
church, in her service, and under her direction. 

And now to exiiibit Mr. Brow nson’s views of the 
power of the Pope in temporal affairs, in their 
mildest aspect, we beg to present an extract from 
a letter written by him in June last to Hugh J. 
Davis, Esq., ot W arreuton, North Carolina — a 
letter written to be used on the stump by anti- 
American orators, and presenting, of course, the 
mildest possible view of the doctrine he advo- 
cates. Hear him: 

“1 he church, following the Holy Scriptures, j 
makes civil allegiance a religious duty, and says 
with .Saint, Paul, Romans xiii, 1 - 2 , ‘‘Let eve’rv 
soul he subject to the higher powers, for there is 
no power but from God. Therefore he that re 
sisteth the power resisteth the ordinance of God, 
and they that resist, purchase damnation to thein- 
• elves ” Here von see I am forbidden bv the 



"Tlu Pope is the proper authority to decide for 
me whether the Constitution of this country is or is 
not repugnant to the laws of Cod. 9 ' 

W’e have no room to stop here for comment. 
Nor is any comment needed. The reader who 
does not see in these naked declarations the 
claim of a power for the church that is danger- 
ous to the State, would hardly see it by aid of any 
commentary we could make. 

Let us now see how far the Catholic church is 
responsible for Mr. Brownson’s teachings. We 
need not repeat the Bishops* endorsement which 
we copied yesterday, and which was given after, 
and not before, Mr. Brow nson had asserted and in- 
sisted, with great earnestness and powerof lan- 
guage, that the church was the supreme ruling 
and judging power to which all governments arc 
subject, and to which they must conform. But 
we have further evidence than this of the respon- 
sibility of the church for Mr. Brownson’s teach- 
ings. in his April No. for 1853, he said: 

“ We have no right to publish a single word on re- 
ligious and ecclesiastical matters without the perm is 
sion of our ordinary, and even with that permission 
ice should never publish anything without the super- 
vision of one who has authority to teach." 

The “ordinary” is the Bishop of the diocese in 
which he lives — viz: The Bishop of Boston; and 
here is distinct evidence that all his articles un- 
dergo the supervision of a Catholic Bishop oroth 
er clergy, before they are published. 

In January, 1854, he defends the doctrines he 
has taught, and says: “These were the principles 
prescribed for our guidance when wc commenced 
this Review as a Catholic Review.” In October 
of the same year, speaking of his j>osition as ed- 
itor of the Review', he says: 

We felt our incompetency, but we felt that 
w e had been placed bv legitimate authority in 
the position we held, and wc looked for help to 
the Source from which real help ever comes. — 
The Bishop of Boston and his clergy treated us with 
great indulgence, and took unwearied pains to in- 
struct us, and to aid us to think and speak as a 
Catholic , and we got on perhaps as well as 
could have been reasonable expected.” 

He then refers to the commendation of the 
Bishops and Archbishops which we have already 
published, of which Archbishop Kcnrick falsi- 
fies the date, and attempts to explain away the 
meaning; but of which Mr. Brownson declares, 
As yet no Bisluip in the country has signified to us 
the withdrawal of the approbation heretofore given." 

But Mr. Brownson has not only the sanction of 
Catholic Bishops, but the sanction of the Pope 
himself. In December, 1853. Mr. Brownson tells 
that lie sent a set of the volumes of his Re- 
view to the Pope, by the hand of the Bishop of 
Boston. The “Holy Father” returned the fol- 
lowing letter: 

Beloved soi) r health ami apostolical benedic- 
tion. Our venerable brother John, Bishop of 
Boston, brought to us your letter of the 29tli of 
last December, in which you offered us several 
works written by you. He spoke to us with mer- 
ited jrraise of those same books of yours , and there- 
fore we are in a greater degree rejoiced and con- 
soled by your sentiment of truly filial devotion, 
obedience, and piety towards us, and this Holy See. 
which your letter expresses throughout. With 
our supp limit vows and prayers we beseech the 
God of Mercies and Father of lights that with 
his celestial protection lie may cherish and guard 
these sentiments, which wc trust, you will always 



preserve. And as a token of our so great bc- 
nignt v, and as a pledge of our gratitude to you for 
the service you hare done us, we add our apostolical 
benediction; which we lovingly im part, with the 
poured forth affection of our paternal heart, to 
you yourself, beloved son, and tie your whole 
family. 

“Given at St. Peter sat Rome, oia the 20th day 
of April, in the year of our Lord JH54, and the 
eighth year of our Pontificate. 

(Signed.) PIUS JX. Pope" 

“This is indeed” says Mr. Brown son. “no for- 
mal approbation of our Review, and no such ap- 
probation was deserved or expected ; but it is more 
than a simple acknowledgment of the reception of the 
volumes and accompanying letter." 

And now, having occupied as much -space as 
wc can nowr well spare for this subject, wo defer 
the further discussion of it toauothcr day-

Washington, Jan. 1. 

House. — Mr. Boyce made a personal explana 
i tion. He thought, and has frequently expressed 
the opinion, that circumstances are at work 
which are almost irresistibly hurrying us to de- 
struction. 

With the most profound regret lie saw a greal 
party formed in the North, based on the single 
idea of hostility to the institutions of the South, 
which party holds that freedom is national and 
slavery sectional. The Constitution recognized 
slavery, conciliation ami compromise: but if that 
party shall obtain possession of the government, 
he thought disunion would he the result. Fie did 
not desire this. God forbid. 

Mr. Allison replied and said lie had no disposi- 
tion to war with slavery where it already existed, 
but was opposed to a further extension. 

The House then proceeded to vote for Speaker, 
when the ninety-first ballot resulted as follows: 
Banks 104; Fuller 34; Richardson 73; Penning- 
ton G; Porter, Orr and Williams each 1. Neces- 
sary for a choice 111. 

Mr. Dunn appeaJed to the Massachusetts men 
to surrender their personal preferences, which 
stand in the way of effecting the great end, and 
unite on Mr. Loiter, whom he eulogized as emi- 
nently fitted for the Speakership. 

Mr. Knowlton replied that it was not Massn 
•clmsetts alone asking for the election of Mr. 
Banks, but the great spirit of Freedom had laid : 
her hands upon him. He said Mr. Dunn and a 
few other gentlemen elected on the anti-Nebraska 
issue, could, if they would, relieve the House 
from its entanglement. 

Jones, of Tenn., and Houston regarded Mr. 
Dunn’s resolution declaring Mr. Loiter, as noth 
ing more than a nomination, amt deemed the 
rightof members to nominate, and required them 
to vote thereon. 

The resolution was then laid on the table — 
yeas, 1G0; nays, 30. 

Mr. Underwood offered a resolution which 
must, he said, result necessarily in an election; — 
that the first gentleman named on the list of 
members be put in nomination, and failing to re 
x'eivo a majority of a quorum the rest to ho voted 
for, and so on till an election is effected. This 
was tabled. 

The House then proceeded to the 92d ballot, 
which resulted precisely as the last, viz: Banks 
104; Richardson "13; Fuller 34; Pennington G; 
Porter, Orr and Williams, one each. 

The House then adjourned. 

Washington. Jan. 5. 
The Senate is not iiusrssion. 

House. — Mr. Etheridge said, the action ol the 
House demonstrated two propositions: First, that 
tlie gentlemen voted for have enthusiastic friends; 
?iud secondly, that if either is elected he will not 
•decline the honor of the chair. He did not he 
lieve that any successful candidate would so con 
•duet himself as to occasion just reprehension .of 
his official conduct. In the present condition of 
the public, it would be injurious to the country 
to elect as a Speaker one who is the embodiment 
of extreme sentiments of either section; and he 
proposed, as a compromise, Mr. Millson, of Vir- 
ginia, who was opposed to the alien suffrage fea- 
ture in the Nebraska bill; and voted against its 
passage, and was not in the Democratic caucus 
which nominated Richardeon. He appealed to 
to moderate and conservative men to assist him 
in putting an end to this strife. 

Mr. Broom could not agree with Mr. Etheridge, 
to descend from their exalted position aud pur- 
sue the course suggested. Let all who were 
elected on the paramount issue of Americanism, 
come together and agree upon a candidate, or let 
the House adopt the resolution he would offer, 
namely: That the friends and supporters oi the 
prominent candidates for Speakership, he re- 
quested to withdraw them from the further ac- 
tion pf the: House, and that the members repre- 
senting the different parties in the House meet — 

| each party appointing a committee of five, with 
a view to selecting a compromise candidate for 
Speaker. 

Mr. Millson expressed surprise at the announce- 
ment of his name in that connection, and re- 
quested Mr. Etheridge to withdraw the nomina- 
tion. 

Mr. Stephens opposed Mr. Broom’s resolution 
as wholly impracticable. 

Mr. Etheridge finally withdrew his motion. \ 
long debate on the merits of the several parties, 
particularly Americanism, was had. and Mr. 
Broom’s resolution was then laid on the table. 

The House then voted twice on Speaker, the 
last ballot standing as follows: Banks, 98; 
Richardson. 72; Fuller, 19; scattering, 10. 
Whple number of votes, 209. Nccessarv to a 
choice. 105. The House then adjourned. 



Irish Guards at the President’s Levf.E.- -The 
Washington correspondent of the Cincinnati 
rimes has the following in his description of the 
President’s Levee, on New Year’s dav: 

“At twelve o’clock, the doors were tlirown 
open to everybody. Ladies and gentlemen, young 
and old, pressed forward in a long procession 
through the main ante-room to a small parlor ad- 
joining the large “East Room.” What attracted 
the astonishment of many and the indignation of 
not a few, was the circumstance that the proces- 
sion was obliged to pass through two lines of 
guards or police, mostly Irish, between the out- 
side door and the ante-room entrance. Several 
of these fellows had the most stronglv marked 
and repulsive Hibernian countenances 1 ever be- 
held, and each one wore that ungnin, awkward 
air, common to an exalted hod-carrier in good 
clothes. Each of those guards wore upon his 
breast a large silver eagle as a badge of author- 
ity. Under the circumstances, an attendant or 
two was necessary to prevent confusion, but the 
character and number of the police paraded yes- 
terday was an insult f o every American citizen. 
It was absolutely humiliating tofwalk through the 
two lines of Hibernians into tin* ante-room! 
1 here was an expis :ssion of malicious triumph 
on each of those -countenances which did not 
escape remark.”

Vrrival of the Arago. 

New York, Jan. 7, M. 

The steamship Arago lias arrived with dates 
from London to December 19th. 

The London Daily News affirms that Sweden 
has ratified a treaty with England and France. 

The allied powers are to guarantee the terri- 
torial integrity of Sweden, and the latter enga- 
ges not fo alienate any part of her territory to 
Russia. 

Rumors of peace were still abundant in France 
and England. 

Count Esterhazy left Vienna for St. Peters- 
burg on the 16th ult., with important despatches 
containing propositions for a pacification. It 
was stated that if the Czar refuses to accept 
them Austria will withdraw her Ambassador from 
St. Petersburg. 

Both the London Times and the News express- 
ed 9trong doubts of the acceptance of the propo- 
sitions by the Czar. 

The instructions given to Prince Esterhazy are 
to return immediately in the event of the Czar’s 
refusal to negotiate. 

The difficulty which existed between the Eng- 
lish and French governments relative to the con- 
ditions on which peace should be made have been 
arranged through the efforts of tlie King of Sar- 
dinia. 

The surrender of Kars to the Russians is con- 
firmed. 

Nine Pashas, Gen. Williams, and sixteen thou 
saml troops, were taken prisoners. 

Among the munitions of war captured were 
120 field pieces, some of which arc very heavy 
guns. 

The Russian General, Bchoutoff, has estab- 
lished his head quarters at Kutai, and intends 
shortly to resume his offensive operations against 
Anakla and the redoubt at Kale. 

His army is abundantly supplied with provis- 
ions by the Armenians. 

The defiles between Kars and Eryeroum are 
held by the Russians. 

Affairs in the Crimea were quiet. 

Great preparations continued to he made for 
augmenting the British fleet in anticipation of 
operations in the spring. 

Contracts had been made in Sweden for the 
French fleet and the accompanying army. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 5. 

Nine persons, all Irish, were arrested by the 
U. S'. Marshal last night, charged with violating 
I the neutrality laws. They were held to bail this 
morning, in the sum of one thousand dollars 
each, to appear on Monday next. The general I 
impression is, that they are acting in concert with 
parties in New York and elsewhere, content pla-J 
ting a descent upon Ireland.
